Schooner Caught by Norther 
Abandons Beach Party 


New Species of Birds Found

(Continued from First Page) 
mingos, which our ornithologist, 
Dr. Ludlow .Griscom, had long 
wanted to find. 

On February 20, while the entire 
crew, except one sick sailor, was 
shooting flamingos, a violent north- 
er suddenly burst over the island.

Find- 
ing the schooner gone, Dr. Spin- 
den and Dr. Griscom walked for 
four hours through the swamps 
and the thorny bush. They were 
sighted from the schooner at dusk. 
The next day they measured «a 
large ruin on the east shore called 
Casa Real. Near the southern 
point of the island they found an- 
other ruin containing three rooms 
with five doors called Cinco Puer- 
tos. These two ruins are used as 
landmarks by turtle &shermen, but 
are not believed to have been ex- 
amined previously by archaecolo- 


At the southern extremity of 
a temple 
built over the entrance to a cave 
which contained a permanent fresh 
pool. Stairs from the doorway de- 
scended to the cavern. 


.TEMPLE NOW JAIL 

They also visited the town of Bl 
Cedral on the western side of the 
island and visited the site of a tem- 
ple previously known to science 
but recently destroyed to build a 
jail. The population of the town 
is thirty-five. Although Cosumel 
contains three lighthouses and hag 
been visited by previous explor- 
ers, the bush is so thick that we 
believe other unexplored ruins re- 
main. All the buildings found. by 
Dr. Spinden were two rooms deep. 

Dr. Grisom's ornithologica) 
work having been completed, he 
was to have left Cozumel today 
for the United States on the same 
freighter which is taking Frank 
Whiting home fom here, if the 
norther raging there permitted Dr. 
Griscoms's specially arranged em- 
barkation. He has proved that 
Cozumel contains several species of 
birds not found elsewhere, even on 
the adjacent mainiand. Dr. Spin- 
ren was forced to take to his bed 
for two days because of ex 
ure to ‘ne sun, combined with 
stomach trouble. The schooner is 
tuking on fuel and supplies here. 
On Monday, Dr. Spinden and my- 
self will sall for Chak Creek up 
the Rio Hondon, on e boundary 
between British Honduras and 
Quintana Roo.

ISLAND VISITED

Cozumel, where the latest discov- 
eries of the Mason-Spinden expe- 
dition were made, is an island 
which has been Inhabited since be- 
fore the Spaniards came to Amer- 
ica. It is Mexican territory and 
is a few miles east of the main- 
land of Yucatan, where the ex- 
pedition made its previous discov- 
eries of Maya ruins. 

It has been visited by various 
expeditions in the past 100 years, 
but has never been completely sur- 
veyed.

Ten such projects already have 
been determined upon, it was said, 
and preliminary surveys made by 
engineers of the White corpora- 
tion.

Crane, because it forms an impor- 
tant part of the program of Pres- 
ident Calles in Mexico to build up 
a middie class in that country by 
opening vast tracts of agricultural

LAND PUBIAC UTILITY 

The White corporation made 
tentative arrangements for under- 
taking this work for the Mexican 
government last fall, but 8 
signing of the contract had 
await the passage of the new Mex- 
wan Irrigation Act which became 
a law on 8 4. The contract 
was signed on February 20, Mr. 
Crane signing for the White cor- 
poration and J. A. Romo, exect- 
tive officer of the Mezican Irrmga- 
tion for the Mexican 
governmen 

Mr. Crane said the new trriga- 
tion act declares all land in Mezx- 
ico that can be irrigated from 
Federal waters to be a public 
utility and therefore subject to 
condemnation by the Mexican gov- 
ernment. The law provides that 
land taken for irrigation purposes 
by the government shall not be 
— for in money, but in irrigated 


nd. 

The assessed value of the land 
taken is made by the law, Mr. 
Crane said. and tf the cost of the 
development of an irrigation sys- 
tem should be nine times the as- 
sessed valuation of any particular 
tract of land, the landowner, after 
condemnation, would receive back 
one acrg of irrigated land for each 
ten acres of unirrigated land 
taken. Mr. Crane said this law 
had aroused great 2 on 
the part of the large landowners. 

To begin the irrigation projects 
the Mexican government has made 
an appropriation of 10,000,000 
pesos this year, and will make an 
appropriation of 20,000.000 
next year and one of 20,000,000 or 
more the year thereafter, accord- 
ing to President Calles’s program.

So far the development of ten 
tracts has been decided upon. Of 
these three are in the State of

Dozen City Owned Plants, 
in Michigan Taken Over 
by Private Concerns

DETROIT, March 1.—An even 
dozen municipally owned and op- 
erated electric light plants were 
abandoned during the year 1925 in 
Michigan in favor of the service 
rendered by private companies, ac- 
cording to an announcement by 
The Michigan Public Utilities In- 
formation Bureau. Of the 143 
communities which once owned 
municipal plants, seventy-five 
abandoned generating facilities and 
sixty-two of these have also sold 
their distribution systems to the 
privately operated lines. 


Fifty-nine cities In Michigan stin 
are generating electricity as a 
municipal enterprise, but fifteen of 
these are forced to purchase 
power from outside companies to 
reinforce their supply. And of the 
fifty-nine, more than twenty are 
planning to place the matter of 
continuing municipal operation be- 
fore their voters.

INVENTIONS RANK NEXT 


The public imagination seems 
to be eastly fired by tales of mys- 
terlous inventions. Inventions ap- 
pear to rank next to oi] schemes 
as popular means of separating in- 
vestors from their money. One 
man invested $2000 in the stock of 
a company that was to produce a 
new metal. All he had to show 
for his money was a bar of the 
metal. 

Investing in inventions ts a fas- 
cinating way of losing money. It 
is not generally understood that 
even when inventions are prac- 
tical from a marketing viewpoint 
patents usually are only moderate- 
ly valuable, 

The United States Patent Office 
recently held a housecleaning to 
get rid of more than 150.000 mod- 
els of inventions, These did not 
include successful inventions. but 
the thousands of impractical and 
even ridiculous devices into which 
people have put faith and money. 
Every year between 75.000 and 
90,000 applications for patents are 
made in the United States. Few- 
er than half that number are 
granted. 

Large corporations employ high- 
sniaried engineers to distinguish 
between practical and worthless 
inventions, and then they some- 
times pick losers. The great army 
of investors buying from shady 
concerns put their money up. on 
nothing more than a small model 
of the device to be sold.

It 
sets its entire machinery at work 


With all 
that care and thought some listed 
issues go bad. 

Investors should copy that pro- 
cedure as closely as possible. When 
a salesman asks one to invest in 
securities he should ask the fol- 
lowing questions: “Who are you? 
Who are the officers and directors 
in the firm you represent? Who 
are the officers and directors of the 
firm whose securities you are try- 
ing to sell? What is their rec- 
ord? How long has the company 
‘been in business? Show me bal- 
ance sheets. Show me several of 
your monthly or annual earning 
statements.“ 

Having obtained replies to these 
questions in writing, the investor 
should thea submit them to his 
banker or to any reputable bank- 
ing or investment house. 

If the investor has any cause for 
suspicion he should query the 
Better Business Bureau, which has 
saved millions of dollars for invest- 
ors in this State. If fraud has 
been committed a complaint should 
be made to the Bureau for the 
Prevention of Fraud, a branch of 
the New York State Attorney Gen- 
eral’s office, at 66 Broadway, or 
the United States District Attor-

A good rule before you buy a 
security is to take it to a con- 
servative banker and ask him how 
much he will lend on it.

The pa- 
pers show that Madsen was con- 
victed in Multnomah county, Ore- 
gon, of the crime of assault and 
robbery, being armed with a dan- 
gerous weapon. He was sentenced 
to the Oregon State penitentiary, 
but conditionally pardoned by Gov. 
Pierce on March 14, last, after he 
had served a little more than @a 
year in the penitentiary. One of 
the conditions of that pardon was 
that he remain a law-abiding eitt- 
zen. By reason of wis failure to 
comply with such condition, the 
pardon. was revoked by order of 
Gov. Pierce on February 19. 

“I am glad to honor Gov. Pierce’s 
requisition because I feel that un- 
der the facts shown Madsen is & 
fugitive from justice and that it 
is the proper function of the State 
of California to see that the man 
is returned to receive adequate 
punishment for his crime. Califor- 
nia does not want as a citizen a 
convict who has not been sufficient- 
ly punished under the laws of an- 
other State.

He wrote 
“Lumber Industry in The North- 
west in two volumes, 

He often told of his trip around 
Cape Horn when he was 17, how it 
took him 154 days to make the 
journey; how he was one of the 
signers of the petition which 
brought California into the Union. 

The first lumber journal in 
America, the Lumber man's Ga- 
zette, was edited by Mr. Hotchkiss. 
He formerly was editor of the 
Evanston Press and for many years 
a justice of the peace. Mr. Hotch- 
kiss was one of the oldest Masons 
in IPinois, having been taken into 
Simcoe Lodge in 1857. He was a

LAW ADVOCATED 
National Conference Lists 
Three Model Acts 
Report Deals With Age Limit 
and Rate of Speed 
One Measure Designed as 
Check to Thefts

‘WASHINGTON, March 1-—“The 
safe, economical and convenient 
use of the highways requires uni- 
formity in State vehicle acts, Stute 
regulations, 


traffic ordinances, and local traf- 
fie regulations,” according to the 
committee on vaiformity of laws 
and regulations of the Nautiona) 
Conference on Street and Highway 
Safety which will submit its re- 
port to the second national confer- 
ence sessions on the 23rd, 24th 
{and 26th inst. 

The first confereuce, held in De- 
Cember, 1924, emphasized the im- 
portance of uniformity of traffic 
laws and regulations as a safety 
mvasure and in its final report reo- 


should be embodied in those laws. 
Tor this reason Secretary of Com- 
merce Hoover appointed the com- 
mittee on uniformity of laws and 
regulations eurly in 1925. After 
protracted study of existing motor- 
vehicle laws of the various States, 
the principles laid down by the 
frst conference and a proposed 
act developed by the National Con- 
ference of Commissioners on Uni- 
form State Laws, the commktee 
hus prepared a motor-vehicle code 
co ting of three model acts. 


UNIFORMITY ASKED 
These acts comprise: A uniform 
motor-vehicle registration and or- 


operators’ and chauffeurs’ license 
act; and a uniform act reguiat- 
ing the operation of vehicles on 
the highways.

the committee points out that the 
vehicle statutes in ninetren States 
provide for the publication or post- 
ing of records of stolen vehicles 
and of suspensiong and revoca- 
tions of operators’ and chauffeurs’ 
licenses. The motor vehicle de- 
partments of five Btates are re- 
quired or authorized to investigate 
and compile statistics regarding 
accidents. The inclusion of a sec- 
tion on reporting of accidents fol- 
lews the recommendations of the 
1924 Conference on Street and 
Highway Safety. While every 
State requires the registration of 
motor vehicles, including motor- 
cycles, and in most cases trailers 
and semitrafiers, only seventeen re- 
quire certification of title.

| Notwithstanding the formidable 
character of the banking affiliations 
of those two premler industrials

the low levels touched last week, 
and General Motors yielded in 
sympathy, the latter issue, how- 
‘ever, being affected somewhat by 
the break in the stock of one of 
the smaller motor companies 
which had previously stood out by 
reason of its strength. 


Forces operating for lower 
prices succeeded in bringiffg out 
hesty offerings in many directions. 
Driving tactics were switched from 
those shares which had borne the 
brunt of the attack up to this time 
to stocks that had not been seri- 
ously affected heretofore. Ameri- 
can Can resisted early efforts to 
force it lower, but subsequently 
breke precipitately as  stop-loss 
selling was uncovered. Coca Cola, 
United Drug, Remington Type- 
writer and Amed Chemical all 
were driven down to new low 
levels for the reaction, with the 
Commercial Solvents issues yield- 
ing readily when pressure was ap- 
plied. American Radiator and 
Pullman were other notably weak 
spots and the theory was  ex- 
pressed in market circles that 
holdings of such semi-investment 
issues were being sacrificed to pro- 
tect positions in less desirable 
descriptions.

GIANT LANTERN SOON TO GUIDE SHIPS 
Point Vincente Lighthouse 


NSTALLATION of the 800.000- 

candlepower lantern stop Point 

Vincente Light, rated as the 
most modern lighthouse in the 
world, was begun yesterday by 
United States Lighthouse Service 
operatives under the direction of 
Capt. W. S. Meyers, superintendent 
of construction. By May 1 next 
the giant new light, 185 feet above 
sea-level, will be in action as a 
beacon to Pacific mariners. 

The new light Will be visible for 
twenty miles and will be exceeded 
in candlepower by only one other 
beacon, the new 1,000.000-candle- 

ower light at Point Sur. Point 
incente’s lantern is mounted atop 
a fifty-five-foot white cylindrical 
tower and its white flashes will op- 
erate in groups of two with two 
flashes every twenty seconds, In

DEPOT HEARING 

Rail Commission Sessions to 
Continue All Week 


City Attorney Confident Plaza 
Plan Will Win, Again 


Decision Expected in April 
on Crossing Elimination 


— — — 


Entering the last stage of the 
city’s ten-yéar battle for the elfm!- 
nation of the maln line steam rafl- 
road grade crossings by the con- 
struction of a union passenger sta- 
tion in the Plaza area, as ordered 
by the Railroad Commission in 
1921 and approved by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission last 
July, the Rallroad Commission will 
this morning resume in Los An- 
geles its hearings on the terminal 
problem. 

The hearings, which will be held 
before President Brundidge and 
Commissioners Seavey, Decoto and 
Whitsell and will take place at 
the commission's offices in the Sun 
Building, Sixth and Olive streets, 
will continue through the remain- 
der of the present week, 

The railroads, having been de- 
feated in their attempt to gain 
the city’s withdrawal from the de- 
pot battle, the city of Los Angeles 
will be represented at the present 
hearings by City Attorney Steph- 
ens, Special Assistant Max Thelen, 
former president of the Railroad 
Commission, and Deputy City At- 
torney Bryan. 


ASSOCIATIONS REPRESENTED 


Also battling for the union sta- 
tion, as it has done since 1916, 
will be the Central Development 
Association, which will be repre- 
sented at the hearing by Hugh 
Gordon, former ¢hief é¢ounsel of 
the Railroad Commission. He will 
also represent the Downtown Busi- 
ness Men's Association, which has 
entered a formal intervenor in the 
case, and the Municipal League. 
will also be represented as asking 
for the elimination of grade cfross- 
ings by the construction of a 
union passenger station, but locat- 
ed on the eagt bank of the Los 
Angeles Rivér, between Sixth and 
Seventh streets. 

W. H. Daum also has an appli- 
catlon pending before the Com- 
mission, Which will aleo be con- 
sidered at the present hearings, for 
the construction of a union sta- 
tion on the east bank of the Los 
Angeles River at Ninth street. 
The railroads are again present- 
ing a revised edition of the Ti- 
comb plan they presented in 1916, 
and now called the carriers plan“ 
by which the Southern Pacific and 
the Union Pacific would enter the 
Arcade station from the Gast bank 
of the Los Angeles by means of 
trestles.

What is a just and fair interpreta 
tion of the term “probable cause” which 
appears in the Fourth Amendment of the 
Constitution? The framers of that amend 
ment little dreamed how much trouble it 
would make a century later for the judges 
and justices of the Federal courts. 

“Probable cause” relates to the right of 


ous public officials in Southern California 
and elsewhere have given to it a broad 
enotigh interpretation at times to violate 
the rights dt the Individual, to nullify the 
sanctity of person and of the home. That 
their acts can be morally justified by good 
intent does not make them legal. In re 
cent decisions the Supreme Court holds to 
the principle that a man's home is his 
castle, never to be invaded by private in- 
dividuals and only by officers of the law 
under clearly defined conditions. When- 
ever reasonable doubt is ent the whole 
benefit of the doubt must be given to the 
owner of the home. 

In two cases passed upon by the Supreme 
Court lower courts -had held that “evidence 
which may become proof of the violation 
of the law is evidence, no matter how ob 
tained.” The Supreme Court reversed 
these decisions. Both related to a viola- 
tion of the Eighteenth Amendment. Liq 
uor was found in the residences searched; 
but the court held that the revenue offi 
ers had violated the Fourth and Fifth 
amendments to the Constitution in making 
the search and that any facts disclosed 
by that search could not be used as evi- 
dence, 

The Fourth Amendment provides: 
right of the people to be secure in their 
persons, houses, papers and effects against 
unreasonable searches and seizures shall

In trapping dispensers of narcotics -Fed- 
eral officials suspected that cocaine could 
be found in a house other than that in 
which they made purchases. They entered 
the premises, found the prohibited drug, 
arrested their suspects and secured their 


Supreme Court held that they had not 


fully established “probable cause” before 
making the search, that the drug seized 
could not be used as evidence and that the 
suspects must be turned loose. Instead of 
presumption of innocence they had acted 
on a presumption of guilt. 

A dry official saw the neck of a bottle 
protruding from the pocket of a pedestrian. 
Immediate search disclosed the presence 
of a bottle of prohibited liquor. The lower 
courts convicted; but the higher court 
held that the sight of the neck and cork 
of the bottle did not constitute “probable 
cause.” 

The right of search of a suspected au- 


tomobiie does not seem to be so limited, 


however. as that of searching a private 
residence. Two Federal officia's tried to 


buy liquor from two men suspected of be- 
ing bootleggers. The men promised to de 
liver the liquor the next day; but they ap- 
parently became suspicious and did not 


appear. On the following day the officials 
saw the two suspects riding in an automo-

tained thé suspects and secured their con- 
viction. On appeal, the Federal Court held 
that the agreement to deliver liquor, al- 
thaugh not carried out, together with the 
‘public repute of the suspects, estabtished 
the “probable cause” justifying the search. 

The higher courts place more credence 


in the sense of smell as establishing “prob- 
able cause” than in that of sight. A pop 
ping cork does’ not establish “probable 
cause: for other things besides ferment- 
ing alcohol cause corks to pop. But if a 
car is suspected because an odor of bootleg 
emanates from it, “probable cause” has 


been established. 

It is but uatural that violators of the 
Volstead Act place great stress on the 
rights of individuals guaranteed by the 
Fourth and Fifth amendments; and that 
overzealous or uninformed officials some- 
times violate these rights. The point 
stressed by the Supreme Court is that 
“probable cause” must be fully established

Potato Cookery: As a large pro- 
yortion of the valuable mineral 
salts and protein are right under 
the skin, the potatoes had best not 
be led before cooking. If you do 
peel them, save and put them in 
your soup stock.

“I'm ready to go ahead any time 
the government is.“

Despite 
the visit to Doheny's house, how- 
ever, Fall denied that it had any- 
thing to do with the pending in- 
dictments. 

Fall and Attorney Thompson 
arrived from Las Cruces Sunday 
night and registered at the Van 
Nuys Hotel. The former Secretary 
of the Interior was undecided last 
night how long his visit will last, 
but said he may be here two or 
three days more. 

Some small business matters 
brought me here,” said Mr. Fall,
